The smashing of another Ja 
on Leyte island in the central 
Arthur late yesterday. 

American Army fighter 
destroyed or damaged four troop- 
laden freighters, four luggers and 
14 barges off Ormoc on Leyte’s 
west coast. 

Adm. Nimitz told of widespread 
carrier plane strikes throughout 
Luzon, main island of the Philip- 
pines, last Saturday during which 
17 freighters, oilers and luggers 
were sunk, left in flames or dar:- 
aged while a cruiser was crippled. 
The Naval airmen also hit fuel 
dumps and airfield installations.

Japanese planes and three vessels 
were destroyed. 

On Leyte Island desperately re-| 
sisting Japanese ground forces in 
the Limon trap were still under 
Americen pressure. American ar- 
tillery pounded the enemy 
throughout the Ormoc corridor. 
Gen. MacArthur said the Japanese 
apparently are going to make their 
principal stand in the Limon sec- 
tor.

LONDON, Nov. 22.) — 
American Italy-based heavy 
Bombers blasted’ strategic targets. 
in southern ‘Germany and’ Austria:

CREWLESS ‘FLYING DUTCHMAN’ DOWN 
NEAR DULUTH AFTER 5-HOUR FLIGHT 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—(UP)—The crew of a B-17 Flying For- 
tress parachuted from the big four-motored plane over Marion, 
S. D., today and the ship roared on, a veritable aerial “Flying 
Dutchman,” for five hours until it reportedly crashed at Isabella, 
cai 85 miles northeast of Duluth, after a flight of more than 

0- miles, 


The pilot of the derelict ship, Lt. Colin I. Park, Len Ridge, 
N.. Y., said the crew bailed out at 10:30 a. m. when one of the mo- 
tors went dead and he was unable to ‘feather the prop” and stop 
the ship’s vibration. 

The automatic pilot was set to carry the ship toward Chicago, 
but because of the failing motor and weather conditions the plane 
apparently drifted far off course and came down in northeastern 

innesota near Lake Superior, more than 500 miles from Chicago. 
The entire. middle west had been on the lookout for the _pilot- 
less. craft. 

The Sioux City Army Air Base announced that forest rangers 
had discovered a plane crashed in the Minnesota wilderness near 
Isabella but said it might be morning before they could get to it. 

At the ranger station in Isabella, 85 miles from Duluth, For- 
est Ranger Robert Merz and two assistants set out for the scene 
of the crash which occurred about 4:15 p. m.

Navy Proposes 
90 Permanent 
NROTC Colleges 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(P) 
A program for permanent naval 
reserve officer training courses in 
50 colleges besides Annapolis was 
outlined today before a congres- 
sional committee. 

In connection with the plan, the 
Navy has asked for removal of all 
limits on the number of trainees 
in the permanent Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. The idea, 
however, ran into considerable op- 
position at today’s hearing before 
_ Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
ee. 

Sen. Geary, Democrat, Rhode 
Island, called the bill “very un- 
sound” and even Chairman Walsh, 
Democrat, Massachusetts, who in- 
troduced it:at the Navy’s request, 
said it was doubtful that congress 
would approve the proposal with- 
out limitation as to number of 
trainees. 

The Navy said the present limit 
of 7,200 NROTC students was in- 
adequate to meet both present and 
postwar needs, and that for the 
remainder of the war especially 
the program would be so variable 
that no limitation should be im- 
posed, : 

Capt. Arthur S. Adams testified 
that the V-12 War Emergency 
Training program in 131 colleges 
and universities now is being ter- 
minated gradually.

Hornsby To Ask Higher Pay 
For Police Electricians .

Chief M. A. Hornsby .plans to recommend full police pay for 


signal department maintenance men in an effort to avert a complete 
breakdown in the vast police communications system. 


The signal department, usually 
staffed with five men,. now is’ 
limping along. with two, Hornsby 
said, and no other electricians can 
be found for the $138-a-month sal- 
ary classification. 


Several electricians quit for 
higher paying war jobs, the chief 
explained. S. H. Dillingham, su- 
perintendent of signals, suffered a 
heart attack six weeks ago and has 
not been able to report back for 
duty. 

ELECTRICIAN WOUNDED 


G. F. Gasser, one of the two re- 
maining electricians, was shot and 
critically wounded a month. ago 
when he went into the Bonded 
Service Warehouse at 223 Spring 
street, S. W., and attempted to 
capture a burglar. Radio patrol- 
men who answered a call to the 
warehouse failed to find anything 
wrong and left the scene. 


After the wounding of Gasser, 
Hornsby transferred S. C. Dilling- 
ham from uniform duty to the 
signal department. However, only 
one repair man is left to the day 
watch and evening watch. There 
is no electrician for the morning 
watch and breakdowns must 
await the arrival of the day man. 

Included in the signal depart- 


ment are more than 100 call boxes 
over the city from which all po- 
licemen must report each hour, 
and 135 burglar and holdup alarms 
which the city maintains at cost 
to help reduce crime. 


No other policeman except.S. C. 
Dillingham is qualified to do sig- 
nal department work, ‘Hornsby 
said. He worked for a number of 
years in the signal- office before 
taking the patrolman examination. 

Electrician pay now is $118 a 
month, plus a'15 per cent bonus. 
Regular police pay is $175 a month 
with the bonus.

‘master of prophecy,’ and in due course you will receive a framed 
diploma certifying to your achievement: | 


Mr. Williams, who is now, as he has been for almost a quarter 
century, The Constitution’s Washington correspondent, was in second 
place in his prediction as to the presidential vote. Had the state

of Ohio, which went to Dewey by about 12,000 votes, gone to 


Roosevelt, as Williams predicted, he would have won both awards 
see ~ Newsweek, He named every other state carried by Mr. 
oosevelt. : 


Estimating the house election results was really a much more 
difficult job of forecasting than the presidential race itself. It in- 
volved more factors as well as more states. Mr. Williams, in the 
face of overwhelming prediction to the effect the Republicans would 
capture the house, stuck to his guns and named the house gains he 


thought would fall to the Democrats. He was correct, as he was. 


almost exactly correct in estimating the outcome of the presiden- 
tial campaign. 


Consistent Newsweek Magazine began this “Master of 

Prophecy” competition in 1940. Gladstone Williams 
was the winner that year. This year the magazine added the house 
result to its contest and so, in two engagements, in which the Wash- 
ington political correspondents joined, Mr. Williams has won two 
firsts and one second out of a possible three firsts. 


That is a very good record for consistency, but there is another 
chapter. In 1936 there was no magazine competition. But that 
year there was, as usual, the National Press Club pool. The win- 


"ner was, as you may have guessed, Mr.’Gladstone Williams, who 


was the only man to name the 46 states which Mr, Roosevelt car- 
ried in the election. 


So, in three presidential campaigns he has been first twice and 
second once, needing only Ohio this year to hit the result on the 
nose. In the house competition he was first. 


There is no other record of estimate which comes close to’ the 
accuracy of Williams as established in three campaigns. 
: It is with more than ordinary pleasure that I chronicle 
Justified Mr. Williams’ newest victory. He took quite a beating 
during the recent campaign. 


Mr. Williams’. column, from the beginning of the campaign to 
the finish, took the position that Mr. Dewey was not good enough 
and that Mr. Roosevelt would win. " ies 


As the campaign wore on Mr. Williams’ analysis was that Gov. 
Dewey, following his Oklahoma speech, was losing ground. He be- 
gan to predict a relatively easy victory for Mr. Roosevelt. 


It was during this period that he took a beating. Letters to the 
editor asked if Mr, Williams was demented, in the hire of the ad- 
ministration, or too blind to see facts? They pointed out that every- 
one knew it was to be a close race with Mr. Dewey a probable win- 
ner, and why in the name of this and that was’Mr. Williams writ- 
ing such silly stuff about that “tired old man”? It was ridiculous, 
that’s what it was. 


Now, Mr. Williams, being a very good newspaperman, quite nat- 
urally would not have’ been writing in that fashion had he not be- 
lieved it. And in 1936 and 1940, and again in 1944, he would not 
have climbed out on the precarious limb of prediction had he not 
believed h‘s own analysis. To win in 1936, 1940 and to miss the 
exact number of electoral votes in 1944 by one state and to predict, 
in addition, the house result for 1944—all this in competition with 
other Washington correspondents—certainly demonstrates Mr. Wil- 
liams was not just guessing. He relies on a great deal more than 
a crystal ball. , : 


: Mr. Williams is Georgia born and educated. 
Georgia Product He is from Dublin, Ga., where his people 
still reside. He was educated at Mercer and later at Harvard. He 
planned to enter the diplomatic service, but turned to newspaper 
work instead. 


He is quiet, modest and retiring, but there is no correspondent 
in Washington, including the widely syndicated, who has better 
contacts with news sources. fNor is there one who knows more mem- 
bers of congress intimately and well. 


He has been writing politics since before the days when Tom 
Watson went storming to Washington as United States senator. He 
is a student of politics and he has demonstrated his ability to an- 
alyze and estimate a national campaign. 


In 1948, when Mr, Williams gets around to predicting, it may be 
well to lend an ear.

Russia To War on Japan Soon? 
(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 

. The Russo-Japanese neutrality pact 
Nashville Tennessean will expire in a few months, On the 
efforts of the Japs to renew the pact hangs one of the great possi- 
bilities of the war. They may be already receiving their answer in 
the new anti-Japanese tone of the Soviet press. Until very recently, 


the Russian newspapers have preserved a scrupulous neutrality in 
handling events in the Far East. Their change is significant. 


The reason for a safe Asiatic frontier is now passing for Stalin’s 
government as the Red troops press hard upon the fringes of the 
Reich. Japan has been Russia’s natural enemy. for half a century, 
their most recent conflict being an undeclared war in Mongolia in 
1939; The Japs still immobilize a sizable Red army in Siberia, All 
of these factors make a Russian shift to the side of the Allies in 
the Far East logical. 


Should the Reds aid England and America in a pincer move 
on Japan or make available their Siberian facilities for an Amer- 
ican thrust from Alaska against the Kuriles and Hokkaido, the end 
to the war in the Far East would be speeded. 

The reasons which will impell Rus-

slaught against Japan are the same reasons which have caused 
them to be hurled against totalitarianism elsewhere, If for only 
the most selfish reasons, the Soviet Union knows there can be 
no true security until the last aggressor is defeated.

° : Stalin’s recent characterization of 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch Japan as an “aggressor nation” 
raises interesting questions about the motive behind this condemna- 
tory tone, and the very speed with which Tokyo returned the charge 
indicates her concern. 

The Japanese know full well that Soviet self-interest, as it ap- 
pears to the supreme commander of the Red army, will determine 
whether Russia is getting ready to join in the war against them. 
It knows, too, the amazing change in the Russian situation, which 
may soon make it militarily feasible for the U. S. S. R. to add a 
new foe and a new front. 

Two years ago Hitler's wehrmacht was marching from Dnieper 
to Don to Volga; the rich Donets basin was making steel for the 
Nazis, Rostov had fallen, north Caucasus oil fields were gone, 
Stalingrad’s fate trembled in the balance. No wonder Berlin pressed 
Tokyo for a sudden attack on the Soviet Far East, both to cut the 
trans-Siberian lifeline to supplies from America, and to halt the 
flow of Siberian reserves. to the forces struggling desperately to 
thwart the strategic envelopment of Moscow. 

Any new decision, we suspect, will be reached in Moscow, not 
Tokyo—reached in the light of the new logistical situation and the 
approaching German collapse. 

Until recently, Russia’s supply from America could not have 
been maintained but for the trans-Pacific cargoes carried in ships 
under the Hammer and Sickle, which last year mounted to almost 
3,000,000 tons. This was a lifesaver at times when Nazi dive- 
bombing closed the northern route to Murmansk and Archangel, 
and when the ship turn-around time to Bander Shapur for toilsome 
delivery across Iran averaged about 10 months. But today ships 
from Britain and America need no longer fear enemy action in the 
Arctic ocean, and the Black sea is open for unimpeded dispatch to 
Odessa and Sevastopol]. The trans-Pacific route to Vladivostok is 
no longer vital to Soviet supply. 

Russia’s military situation has similarly bettered vis-a-vis a war 
with Japan. Reports indicate that the formations of the Soviet Far 
Eastern army have been brought back to their 1940 strength, and 
that the reserves of materiel available from Siberian production 
have grown quite great. Tho initiative has shifted from Tokyo to 
Moscow. We shall see what we shall see. 4

The miracles seem to be the 
stumbling block of modernists, in 
and out of the pulpit. 


Other puzzling portions of the 
Gospels may be explained “y the 
fact that poor people of that time 
and region were almost as ignor- 
ant as savages—ignorant and su- 
perstitious beyond our comprehen- 
sion. The Savior talked to them in 
languages and terms they could 
understand. If He cured epileptics

The sun hanging in space; the 
resurrection of a planted grain of 
wheat; the countless conceptions 
by which microscopic germs of life 
develop into human beings with 
godlike powers—these we explain 
by natural law, but they are more 
astounding than’ any healing of 
the sick. 

The newly harnessed natural 
laws that make radio possible 
were here when the universe be- 
gan. And every miracle by the 
Savior may have been done by 
using a natural law which we have 
not yet discovered. 


One thing is certain. We cannot 
accept the story of the Savior and 
reject the story of His miracles. 
He was the Son of God, or He was 
a fraud or a myth. It is neither 
rational nor honest to teach His 
religion, yet doubt His power over 
“nature.”

Should We Use 
Gas on Japanese? 


WASHINGTON.—Every brush we have had 
thus far with the enemy in the Pacific indicates 
that the war with Japan is becoming largely one 
Many of them are killed, but few surrender. 


‘of extermination. 

' The Japs have been so strongly indoctrinated with the strange 
philosophy of their pagan gods that they seem incapable of giving 
up. They do not react as normal human beings. 


Even when we have them cornered and greatly outnumbered, 
with their position utterly hopeless, they continue to fight on te 
the end, finally engaging in mass suicide rather than surrender. 


The story has been the same on every island where we 
have moved in against them. First at Guadalcanal, then in the 
Aleutians, on Tarawa, and at Saipan we had to kill them off like 
rats. Those we did not succeed in killing chose to kill themselves. 
Only a small fraction were sufficiently moved by instincts of self- 
preservation to throw down their arms and quit. 

On Saipan this pagan doctrine of self-destruction extended even 
to the civilian population. Japanese civilians, men and women, 
were observed to hurl themselves to death over cliffs rather than 
surrender to the invading Americans. 

The same story is being repeated in the Philippines. Gen. 
MacArthur's recent communique, listing 45,000 Japs killed on Leyte 
to 5,691 American casualties, including wounded and missing, did 
not mention any prisoners. We may assume from that that none 
have been captured, or that the number is too small for comment, 

Tokyo itself has declared that the war is to be one of ex- 
termination. Rather than yield, the Japs will die to the last man, 
Nipponese warlords have proclaimed. : 

If that is true, a fresh impetus is given to the argument of those 
who insist that, the war in the Pacific should be waged on an ex- 
termifiation basis by resorting to the use of poison gas as @ means 
of helping the Japs efface themselves. Many of our top-ranking 
commanders in the Pacific are known to be in favor of employing 
gas. Among our enlisted personnel in that theater the same opinion 
is said to be held almost unanimously. 

Each time suggestions of the kind are raised publicly there is 
a hue andicry from some of our people against the inhumaneness 
of the idea. They profess to see something terrible about the ex- 
termination of enemy soldiers by lethal fumes. 


But we are already employing weapons of 
destruction against our enemies far miore 
inhuman than. gas. Take our flame throwers, for example. 
are capable of doing a Jap or a German up as neatly brown as 
a live oyster tossed into a pan of sizzling grease 

We have found the flame throwers highly effective against pill- 
boxes and other fortified positions. What we do against such ob- 
stacles is turn on the heat and fry them on the spot. 

Given the choice between being gassed to death or burned alive, 
any soldier would prefer the-former. It is far less painful. - 

Since the Japs have chosen to fight a war of self-extermination, 
it s¢ems a pity not to accommodate them by bringing into 
some of the scientific developments of the Chemical Warfare | 
ice. We have spent billions of dollars in developing poison gasses 
and weapons for their use, just as a precaution against the possi- 
bility that our enemies might start something in that direction. 


Methods have been perfected of firing artillery shells con 
taining gas from regular artillery guns, as accurately as ordinary 
shells, Our .155-millimeter shell can be loaded with 11.4 pounds 
of mustard gas. Our 4.2-inch mortars can fire 20 shells a minute 
from ship or shore, each shell loaded with 6% pounds of mus- 
tard gas. 

Moreover, chemical bombs have been deve for use of the 
Army Air Forces ranging in size from 100 to 1,000 One 
light bomber carrying tanks of the chemical bombs is said to be 
capable of ‘up an area of one mile by 300 yards. 

We have a lot of o tricks in the ch warfare field that 
our Peper me ag anxious to try out. 

No one doubts for a moment that the Japs and the Germans 
both would not hesitate to use gas, if it were to their to 

They are restrained only by the fact that they be 
e losers by starting it. | 

At Tarawa it is estimated that we could have saved some 3,000 
American casualties.if we had laid down a little gas before moving 
in. The same was probably.true of Saipan and other places.

Income Tax 
Inequities 


the federal income tax been a 
subject of personal. interest to 
practically all Americans engaged 
in gainful occupations. Until a 
few years ago, it was strictly a 
class tax and those of the great 
majority, finding themselves im- 
mune, were indifferent to faults 
in the law, the malicious political 
administration of the law and the 
amendment itself which es- 
tablished the income tax. Thus, 
the demagogue could freely. and 
convincingly denounce as the wails 
of avarice all criticism of this tax 
regardiess of their soundness and 
morality. 

Perhaps now, however, a large 
audience will give consideration 
to’ some important ‘defects, the 
most cynical of which'is a prefer- 
ence for “society” or “the com- 
munity” as against the family, the 
basic unit of civil on. 

This disapproval of the family 
is expressed in several ways in the 
income tax laws and, under the 
Roosevelt government, has become 
moré emphatic and discriminatory.

It is even worse than that, how- 
ever, He may deduct from his net 
income’ money given to organized 
and. officially recognized ‘‘chari- 
ties,” including é¢ducational insti- 
tutions, up to a maximum of 15 
per cent, In many cases, there- 
fore, a man who is allowed to 
give only $1,000 for the entire 
support of his own aged mother 
and father, in their own small 
home apart, may have an exemp- 
tion of $1,500 if he gives the 
money to homes for stray animals 
or for the dependent relatives of 
other citizens who simply shirk 
their Christian responsibilities and 
throw these dependents onto pub- 
lic charity. 

These recognized charities ma 
be Communist fronts masquerad- 
ing as American institutions of 
learning but here, again, “the com- 
munity” receives preference over 
the family. And, of course, in 
most such recognized “charities” 
the pay rolls are loaded with pro- 
fessionals of the type of Harry 
Hopkins, which méans that the 
taxpayer must contribute to the 
salary of a Harry Hopkins if he 
wants to give money. to charity 
and receive credit for it in his 
deductions. The man down the 
street may be mortally ill and des- 
titute with a number of hungry 
children. ., 

But the more fortunate neighbor 
cannot deduct a charitable gift to 
him, He can, however, give the 
money to an organized and recog- 
nized charity on the. off-chance 
that, after the professional charity 
workers have received their pay, 
they will, in their own good time 
and, out of their bleak but effi- 
cient generosity, decide that the 
sick man and his children need a 
ten-dollar order on the grocer and, 
perhaps, a sack of coal. 

The family is discredited again 
in the matter of gifts from hus- 
band to wife whe are regarded 
as partners by most religions and 
by the law in some of its phases. 
. The husband may give his wife 
only $3,000 in any one year after 
a first gift of $40,000.

For breakfast we had coffee—or 
rather a very poor substitute for 
coffee. Once in a while it was 
warm. 


For lunch we usually had very 
thin vegetable soup. There was 
never any meat or fat of any kind. 

Usually we had two or three po- 
tatoes. They were small ones that 
were unfit for ordinary use be- 


| }even at the peelings. 


In the evening we got another 
bowl of the thin soup, and three 
pieces of black bread. 

It wasn't a very nourishing diet, 
especially since we were compell- 
ed to do hard labor. Only those of 
us with rugged constitutions were 
able to stand it very long. 

And yet, as I fell into the rou- 
tine of life at Ravensbruck, I soon 
discovered that the food, the cold 
and the inadequate clothing were 
minor hardships compared with 
some of the others the Nazis had 
thought up for us.

NEW YORK.—(INS) — While 
Archduke Otto is in Lisbon, ex- 
ploring ways and means of re- 
gaining the crown of his Haps- 
burg ancestors, three royal ladies 
of his family are praying in clois-

They are former Empress: Zita, 
Otto's mother; the Infanta Maria 
Antonia ‘of Portugal, his ‘grand- 
mother, and Princess Isabella, his 
aunt. — 

The “three elderly ladies came 
to New York from Canada to bid 
farewell to Otto when he boarded 
a transatlantic plane for Lisbon 
last week. ; 

They have remained here sin 
in seclusion at two Catholic clois- 
ters where they have; been pray- 
ing ardently for Otto’s success in 
me difficult and unpredictable un- 


Ex-Empress Zita is ‘staying at! 


the cloister of Our Lady of Peace, 
of the Order of Jesus and Mary. 
Her 82-year-old mother, Infanta 
Maria Antonia of Portugal and 
the ex-Empress’ sister, Princess 
Isabella, are at the Divine Prov- 
idence Foundation of the Francis- 
can Sisters of Mary. 

DRESSES IN BLACK 

Zita, who. never has lost her 
regal bearing or dignity in exile, 
is accompanied wherever she goes 
by a lady-in-waiting who has been 
with her for years. Both dress se-) 
verely in black. 

The former empress, who still 

looks every inch a queen, is proud 
of Otto whom she considers ideal- 
ly fitted by his careful education 
and training to fulfill a royal des- 
tiny—if the developments in Eu- 
rope make it possible for him to 
regain the Hapsburg crown. 
. Never once in their long years 
of exile has Zita ever permitted 
Otto to forget even for a moment 
that some day he might be at least 
a king or perhaps.an emperor. 

All the rules of an imperial 
Hapsburg household are always 
observed not only by the family 
in exile and their retainers but 
by their entire entourage. 
INSPIRED BY ZITA 

There is no doubt that Otto's 
present mission’ to contact mon- 
archist representatives of Austria 
and Hungary in Portugal was un- 
dertaken with his mother’s bless- 
ing and inspiration. 

Zita has long felt that the royal 
family could have saved Hungary 
and Austria considerable grief had

_ WORLD WAR INCIDENT 

It was to save Austria from the 
grief of bitter defeat in “World 
War I, that Zita sent her fateful 
message to Premier Clemenceau 
of France seeking separate peace 
many months before Germany's 
defeat. Clemenceau thought it 
was a trick and made her note 
public. 

Zita’s peace fiasco was followed 
by the collapse of the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy and her flight 
with the deposed emperor and 
six-year-old Otto into exile. 

First they went to Switzerland, 
from where the former emperor 
undertook two _ restoration § at- 
tempts. Both were carried out 
with the help of the Hungarian 
monarchists and both fafled. After 
the second attempt both Charles 
and Zita, who had accompanied 
her husband back to Hungary, 
were taken prisoners by Regent 
Nicholas Horthy himself, who ex- 
tradited them to the Allies. 


DEATH OF CHARLES 

They were not permitted to re- 
turn to Switzerland, but’ were es- 
corted to the island of Madeira, 
where Charles soon died. Zita, 
when she recovered from these 
shocks, dedicated her life to her 
eight children—and above al' to 
training Otto for the day when he 
might regain the lost family 
throne
